Institution for six years, and during 
that, time managed to secure an ordi- 
nary common school education. 

After graduating, ho was placed 
under the tutorship of g celebrated 
worker in bronzo and leather and 

wood, and so well did ho acquit him- 
self that ill three yean bo had learn- 
ed all that his master could teach 
him. 

The next seven years of his life were 

devoted to extending the range of bis 

capabilities and enlarging In 

perienoe by the study of methods in 

other lands, lie worked successively 
in Berlin, Dresden, Cologne, Brussels, 

Paris, Leipsic, Frankfort -on • the- 
Maine, Florence, London, 81. Peters- 
burg, Moscow, and other places. 

Returning to Vienna (a 1860. he 
bogan business for himself. Starting 
in a modest way, with eight work- 
men, he gradually enlarged his fac- 
tory, until, seven years later, there 
were 128 skilled workmen on his pay 
roll. His business embraced all 
kinds of ornamental work in bronze, 
silver and gold, and in iron he made 
a specialty of locks and keys, many of 
which were original device's and were 
patented by him. He also did an ex- 
tensive trade in the manufacture of 
fancy toilet articles, and contrivances 

in plush, leather and wood, whio!i 
were designed to adorn the dining 
room, parloi or boudoir. 

In the year 1.SC2, he was awarded a 
gold medal for miperior exhibits at 
the great London Exposition. The 
mot that he wis a deaf-mute added 
to his fame, and (he result was an in- 
vitation to dine with Lord Palmarston 
and Lord Russell. 

At the International Exhibition in 

Paris in 1867, he SCOfSJej one of his 

greatest triumphs. The exhibition

He lit^ succeeded in making 
the name of this firm a synonym for 
superiority in their line "of business, 
which takes in all kinds of fancy 
goods in leather, porcelain, bronze", 
plush and wood in so bin an esti- 
mation do they hold him, that a year 
or so ago, the firm presented him with 
a handsome gold watch, with bis 
name and that of the donors engrav- 
ed thereon. 

Mr. Loew's ability as a business 
man is only surpassed by bis 
erositv towards his deaf-mute friends. 
In Europe he has done much to al- 
leviate the condition of the deaf and 
dumb. Throughout that continent 

his fame as a kind and tender hearted 
man has become a byword among the 
deaf-mutes. Here, in America, hun- 
dreds of kindly acts have served to 

make him popular with the in- 
telligent and appreciative portion of 
the deaf-mute community, and to be 



dumb, he is able by artificial training 
to speak and to read the lips in more 
languages than any other deaf-mute 
living. lie is capable of carrying 
on an ordinary conversation in Qer- 
man, French, 'Spanish and English, 
and uses good grammatical phrases 
when expressing himself in any of 
these languages. Without being 
learned, he has no peer in business 
ability, lie exemplifies the superiori- 
ty of native genius over scholarly 
acquisitions in securing success 
among the world of workers. His has 
been an honorable and praiseworthy 
career, and well worthy of emulation, 
and we consider it a privilege to here 
give to him the credit which has 
never been sought but has been so per 
sistently won. 

Last, month the most, memorable 
event in his eventful life occurred in 
this city, when he took to himself a 
wife, who is hereafter to monopliza all 
the affection that his large heart is 
capable of bestowing. The lady who 
will henceforth share his fortunes is 
a charming young deaf-mate graduate 
of the New York Institution for the 
Improved Instruction of Deaf Mutes.
